An application for a transfer station 
permit has already been filed with the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency.

Written comments should 
be addressed to City Clerk Judy Whitaker and

The City Council can vote on the plan after 
the public comment period closes.

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Carol’s comments 








She can do 
without pain 


Sometime earlier in the 


summer I read something that, 


momentarily, struck me as 

semi-profound. 

I can’t remember where I 
read it or who should be 
credited with saying it.

A dramatic rise in the 
number of companies involved 
in car and van ling led to 
across-the-] increases last 
year in the number of 
commuters and businesses 
taking advantage of the 
RideFinders program.

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Pole vault 
on agenda for 
NCAA women 


If you were one of the 210 
million-plus United States 
television viewers of the 1996 
Olympic Games, you saw a 
variety of sports. 

However, even before the 
Games, the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association received a 
recommendation for a new 
women’s event from the NCAA

“The work ethic of the kids 
has been encouraging,” Petril- 
lo said. ‘‘When we go into the 
Cahokia game, we'll probably 
have 50 to 60 percent>of our 
offense in place. We expect to 
have around 70 to 80 percent of 
our defense in.’’ 

Petrillo admits being con- 
cerned about his very difficult 
schedule. The second noncon- 
ference game after Cahokia 
(8-3 last year)-is against 
O'Fallon (9-1). The addition of 
SWC _ newcomers Edwardsville 
(11-1) and East St. Louis Lin- 
coln (5-3) makes a rugged con- 
ference that much tougher. 
Even last-place Alton (1-8) 
now has former East Side 
coach Bob Shannon. 


**Every once in a while, I 
feel like the Mizzou Tigers’ of 
the (new) Big 12 Conference,”’ 
Petrillo said. ‘“You look at our 
schedule and there’s not a pat- 
sy on there. I believe at least 
six of those (seven opponents) 
have been in the playoffs the 
last two years.’” 

Will GCHS fans be patient? 
The Warriors were only 7-29 
the last -four seasons under 
Harris. They were 2-7 last 
year, including 2-3 in confer 
ence. 

Expectations are higher 
because Petrillo had four win- 
ning seasons at Grigsby, going 
6-0 last year and 5-1 in 1994 
He has tried to convey a sens 
ble message to his players. 


“Sure, we want to make 
things happen right now,”’ 
Petrillo said. ‘“‘But given our 
conference, a 500 record 
would be a really good season 
for us. All I ask the kids to do 
is play the very best they can. 
Regardless of what the score- 
board reads at the end of the 
game, if they gave their best 
effort, what more can you ask 
of a kid?”’

Soccer fans flock to season’s first practice at GCHS

Boys soccer at Granite City High 
School has a tradition that is second

Since the Illinois High School 
Association initiated a boys soccer 
tournament in 1972, the Warriors 
have won 10 state championships.

The practice was the first of three 
grueling sessions totaling nearly six 
hours Monday, the first day schools 
could hold organized practice under 
IHSA rules. 

Baker and his coaching staff — 
assistants Dave Ames, Virgil Kirksey 
and Barry Grote and volunteer Al 
Harris — are optimistic about the 
team’s chances for another.successful 
season. 

“We've got a lot of work to do ina 
hurry,” Baker said. ‘This is really 
what is considered a ‘junior group.’
